In the broad Cesarea Sisia there is hardly an 
_outstation,where a suitable property has not been securna, 
and in many cases ,b¢ avery considerable sum appropriated 
by the Board. The iididi is true in the Marash and Aintab 
fields,as I am informed.How soon we shall be able to secure 
a building on that beautiful site in Boordoor remains to be 
seen. A few yrs of rent paid in advance,with what nis peo- 
ple could do,and what we might raise among ourselves,would ’ 
furnish them sath something wh.would shelter the congrega- 
tion and the preachers family for funds 
be secured. Would you favor the advance of six or seven yrs 
rent for this purpose,provided the Mission or thie Cena 
Int.should aporove ?

Maman extra sum of 63.liras,enough to support a preacher in the 
Mm interior.We therefore first subtracted the amount of his sal-

meordered reduction on the remainder.But at the Annual Meeting 
methe Mission insisted on relieving the Alliance of any reduc- 
Mation,thus throwing the entire burden of the retrenchment upon 
Bethe Armenian work,so that after we had cut down more than the 
Mework would bear without serious danger,the sum of 42. liras 
mwas left which rust come out somewhere,and as I was,alone and 
unwilling to take the responsibility of locating it, was put 
into the contingent list as "deducted from whole estimates to 
reach limit"and if the appropriations must be kept within 
mche"limit" we shall find it necessary to cut out 42.liras 
meore sonewhere,at whatever cost to the work,and this to save 
mathe Alliance all embarrassment resulting from retrenchment.

Slon should be made known to the Armenian brethren here,it 
could not fail to widen the breach already existing between 
then and the Greeks,and to prejudice them against the mission- 
pries as being partial to the Greek work. | 
Of course'the decision is made so far as the Mission 
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is concerned,for /92.but-is it not a matter for consideration 
whether,as. Dr.C's salary is all paid from the Board,it ougnt 
not to b&pakeimt+the list of missionaries'salaries? 

| I take it that the Prud.Com.would be unwilling to have 
it subject to the danger of annual retrenchment as is the al- 
lowance for the native work in general,but if it stands as it 
now does,and yet is to remain intact,and the retrenchnments go. 
on,then this arrangement must cost the Armenian work,to the 
tune of one preacher's salary every ye:r,(if at the rate of 
reduction of the present year, )even though the Alliance esti- 
mates. be not exempt,as this year. 

If you say that Dr.c's salary,notwithstanding these obs 
jections,must still appear in the list for Native Agency,then 
I would most respectfully suggest. that the estimates for the 
Alliance work,including this salary,be passed in as a separattl 
department of the work entirely,quite outside the estimates 
of the Smyrna Station. |

“In regard to Smyrna,I have but little to say of the church that 
is encouraging. The Sabbath congregations do not seem to have 
increased, during the year,though a very few persons have been 
eceived to the church. —=§ The schools have been well sustained, 
the Boys’. school having a much larger number of pupils then when 
I icst saw it fbefore leaving for the U.S.,and if we have op- 
ened a boarding department in connection with it,we have every 
prospect. of a house full of boarders very soone were 
y anticipating Mr.McLachlen’ s coming to Smyrna,for this work.

ment, Toundation,and to blast the ambition of yonrg men eagerly 
looking forward to the work of the Gospel Miristry. 

As for-the Smyrna field:while we very greatly need the Boys' 
Boarding School with Mr.McLachlan +o carry it forward,that we may 
be able to reise laborers for this broad and destitute regian,yet 
if that cannot be ,and we must still diminish our small rumber of 
nacive laborers,is it not far better to withdraw one of us from 
the field,and turn the missionartes' salary into the Native Ag- 
ency department? 
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Why were we sent vack to the Smyrna rield,at so much expence, 
if no advance in this field carn be anticipated,but rather,the de- 
cree or retrenchment must be isstied,almost immediately upon our |

ing,be- enforced,for we have no village work,but all our con- 


gregations are in cities,or large towns where buelding is expen: 


sive,and none of our congregations are large or wealthy.yet a 
permanent home is most essential to thelife and progress of | 
the work. I anticipate that if a property were secured in ae.” 
K.Hissar,the opponents of the truth would at once lose all hopt 


of driving out the Protestants,and let them alone. 


We have many friends there and we believe that if they 
could be assured that our work would not be discontinued,many 
of them would identify themselves with us,but they will not be 
convinced of that so long as we occupy only rented property. 

I do not now ask a grant from the Board,for the mission 
has not authorized such an appeal,but I do most heartily wish 
that some friend of the good work might feel moved to share 
with me in this blessingiand stranger things than that have | 
happened.I am sure there are friends at home who would be glad 
to contribute to such an object if they knew of the opportu- 
nity. When I wrote you last.I fully intented to return to 
Af K.H.and spend a part or all of earl of the winter,but on 
returning from Const'ple,my associates felt that I ought to be 
in Smyrna this winter,as Mr.McNaughton is in Manisa,and Mr 
McLachlan as closely confined in his school work.so after much 
consultation we concluded to send Rev.Iknadiosian in my stead, 
believing that he could do quite as much to quell desturb- 


ances,and settle difficulties as I could.I have not heard from. 


there since his arrival,but am very hopeful of good results.

one of our station has informed you in regard to Seferian house, 
which we were hoping to secure for the Kinder Garten,but you 
ought to know how the matter stands. We have delayed so long, 


only because we were unable to write any thing definite. 


We have finally come to ah agreement,and on the Zoth 
ult.we went to the proper officials to complete the transfer, 
when we were confronted with the pledge,as last year ,in the 


purchase of the boys'echool property,whereby we agree not to 


turn the building into a school or a church. 


of course we could give no pledge,and the officials were 
inexorable. afterwards ,the English Consul called upon the Vali 


Pasha,hoping to convince him to remove the condition,but all aw 


-vain.He then presented the case to the Consul General at Const. 


and we now await the pheist$ tees year a special order was se- 
cured from the Grand Vizier for the purchase of the doys' 
school without any condition,but it caused a long delay,and 
as it is now"Ramazen"there will necessarily be some delay.but 
The owner hopes to sell the property to the R.R.Co.and 


if he can do so,he will get a much larger price for it than 


we can give,and larger than it would bring in the market, but t 
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from all that we can learn we think there is very little hope 


that the Co.will purchase it,fot it will not take one house un 
less at tan buy other houses near, and we shall be quite unwili~ 
ing to sell the boys' school, and as it is not wented ‘to make moe 


room for the. track, but only for storage room the gov't will

The conditions of our bargain,if we cah complete it,as 
follows.

is ours.We then give a contract that if at any time within 
the owner wishes to sell to other parties, we will de 
deed it not to him,but to the purchaser, he pay ing uslloo. pound 
in cash before we transfer,and the owner shall not demand the 
house,unless he sells it to others, until the expiration of 
the specified term,which is 77.months,so arranged as to side 
the time of our leaving the house,if we must,in the summer va- 
cation ,and not in the middle of a term. If the property is not 
gold to others,the owner can take it back on the last day of 
the term »by paying us looo.pounds,and in any case whether he 
sells to other parties or takes it back himself,he is to give 
two months notice. In the mean time we are to pay the taxes, in- 
surance and repairs:we can make any changes in the house,if 


we like,but if he takes back at the end of the term,we must 


restore it to the original form,if he shall so demand. 


If he loses all hope of selling to the R.R.Co. we 
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_we oun buy back our contract at any time, if we can agree upon 
terms,and no one will be likely to buy the property as a 
dwelling house,and brobably a small sum in addition to the loos 
we now pay will secure it,or if ft remain in our hands through 
the Leite: ane the owner is not able to pay the looo. pounds on 
the last aay, the property is ours by virtue of the deed now 
given. We regard the property as very desirable for us, and fat 
better than any thing we could build upon the nits we have pur- | 
chased,with the wasn we have at command, to say nothing of the 
difficulty of securing permission to build for school iii, 
It will easily accommodate the K.G.with a training class, and 
» abeeteniee family,and will thus be all we need for the K.G. 
and its interests. To make up the looo. pounds required for this 
bargain,we are obliged to take $1000.which was willed to Nellie 
by her uncle Barrows ,a@ few years ago,to use for the Kinder Gar- 
ten as she should see fit.This money is drawing interest at 
interest 
9.%,and this drawn every year to meet various expenses not 
otherwise provided for,and very help it has been, 
If we should sell the site which was bought for the K.G 
of course this sum could be refunded,but fa why we 
would prefer not to sell it at present.It will in all proba- 
bility,be evident in the course of two or three yrs whether 
the Seferian house is to be ours,or rather whether the R.R.Co.

The trial of the Bourdour prisoners is not yet finished. 
Last Pall it was begun in Aidin,and at the request of the Turk- 
ish govermment, our Consul sent his dragoman to be present at & 
| the trial. The prisoners themaéives and a few witnesses were « 


examined, and some forty witnesses were summoned from Bourdour — 


to Aidin for examination, but they replied that they could not 


| come unless their expenses were paid,and it was estimated that 


about 200. pounds would be required to meet this expense. 


The matter was refered to the Vali Pasha at Smyrna and again 
refered by him to Const'ple,and thus the matter rested for sev- 
eral months. Now, quite recently,it has been decided tosend the 
examining officers to Bourdour to complete the trial on the 
ground and thus save the exp.of coming to Aidin. 


Of course the presence of the Consular dragoman at the

trial either at Bourdour or Aidin involves the exp.of the jour - 


ney ,time spent, board &C,and who is to pay this exp.?

beyond his jurisdictionjand receives the reply that if the, gov, 


wants the dragoman to be present they may pay his exp. 

The For.Sec.at Smyrna replies that they dont need the 
presence of the dragomen,but it is only that the American gov. 
may be satisfied that the. trial is fairly conducted. 

‘The last word from the legation,however, is an order to 
send on the dragoman,but nothing said about exp.So the Consul 
is in doubt,and has again asked if they will be authorised. 

The Consul feels that if the expenses are not paid by 
U.S,I should pay them from the portion of the indemnity shintion 
ed to me. The Turks are angry because they a as much 


as the house was worth,and say that the sum assigned to me was 


intended to meet necessary exp. of the trial,etc. 


We are all surprised that the American gov.should hesit 
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so much over a matter of possibly, 100. pounds exp. after having 


demanded the punishment of the offenders »however I have refer~- 


ed the matter to the friends in Const.who will know better than

tions of healthfulness. At that time ,there being no rail- 
road,the outstations were quite as accéssible from Bar- 
) dezag as from Nicomedia.Now Nicomedia is necessarily the 
qi starting point for all our tours and the question urges 
itself,Should the missionary ,in the changed Pounstan- 
ces continue to reside in this village? Let ai beats ai 
case,as I conceive it,pro and con:- 
1.Nicomedia is the starting point for all our tours. 
To get from Bardezag to the railway station one must 
ride 4 miles on horseback and then cross the bay ina 
row-boat.During the rainy season,when most of the tour- 
ing must be dina ‘the horse-back ride is a serious matter 
and the row across the bay a little more so.The road is 
very bad(last winter it was often impassible),storms of- 
ten delay or prevent the boat,and the passenger has to

3.Were our school in Nicomedia we would gain in the 
matter of tuition fees from day pupils,and would likely 
have a larger number of pupils of a higher class from 
other places.

prising and the city is growing in commercial importance. 
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The native community offers to assist to the extent of 
200 liras in case the school ie removed to that c1ty. 
o.in winter Nicomedia has less humi di ty and more 
sun than Bardezag.During the past 10 years much attenti- 
on has been paid to the sanitary conditions of the city 
axa 4 is no longer worthy (so the citizens claim) of 
the reputation it has had in-the past for malaria.

The 
pectiniary outcome of my trip (over and above expenses) 
amounts to just about 100 liras,with the hope of a few 
more donations. 

The commencement here was quite a success. Dr. 
Will write in fill his impressions. The school has re- 
esived high praise in the Armenian dailies ,and the very 
low charge for board and tuition in a school of such 
decided excellence has bean commented upon. 

I hope the trustees will.see their way clear to.

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Proti(Constantinople),Aug.22,18%5 
uy dear Dr.Smith:- 
' Your kind letter of July 41 was'forwarded to me 
from Bardezag and I hasten to answer the questions you. 
1.The extra room we ask for in Nicomedia is % to 
provide for new work. It is pressingly necessary for the 
existing work. We have there three prosperous schools 
.-kindergarten,primary,and intermediate--for the accon- 
modation of which we have only one schoolroom. Last. . 
year the kindergarten and primary were crowded into that 
room,which is not a large room. Of course both schools 
were Sadly hampered in there work,and we decided not to 
try that plan again. The intermediate school was held 
in the chapel,which also is an unsuitable arrangement 
UWE and sO inconvenient as to seriously interfere with the 
proper Organisation and progress of the school. 
2.The Womans Board granted us last year one lira 
per month each for the kttndergarten and primary schools. 
We hope that aid will be continued and we do not for the 
present ask any more. Our last annual meeting felt that 
in the Board’s present straits,it could not ask for new 
msslonaries to come and occupy Nicomedia,but it passed 
a resolution to the effect that the station was author- 
ised to make such a redistribution of its forces as 
Would provide for the more efficient prosecution of the 
work for women wiiixk which centers at Nicomedia. I expect 
Miss Patrick ,Miss Powers,Mrs.Seelye,and the Adabazar la- 
dies to visit Nicomedia for the encouragement of the 
Work for women at Nicomedia and in the surrounding dis- 
tricts. This is essential for the better prosecution of 
the work there,and it will have the effect off bringing 
the institutions with which the ladies named are connect 
ed into closer touch with missionary work in the outly- 
Ing districts.

look to him as one of the coming men;he already has a 
igh reputation as a writertin the daily press} and as a 
atroat. We pay him 10 liras per month. We have'also en- 
Beaged a capable native woman as matron,and all this with. 
additional expense to the Board. 

But the lease of one of our buildings (the one I 
with two teachers and 20 pupils) runs in 
larch;that of a second building which accommodates a 
eacher and 35 pupils runs out next year.

I did so.At my request they brought 
ia Bible in the modern tongue,from which I read a couple 
of passages and then preached to a most attentive audi- 
ence of about 600 persons. Some of the teachers in my 
ischool are in great demand to speak in the meetings of 
a young men’s society here. 

Pressure of work in this vicinity and other circiume 
stances have prevented me from going to Cons’ple to at - 
station meeting ther>. 

You perhaps remember that the Nicomedia part of the 
field has received only one grant for touring since Mr. 
Plerce’s time. Mr.Pect has been unable to help me out in 
that matter this year,as the Cons’ple estimates were cut 
$0 closely. I shall have a debt on my books amounting 
60 560 liras at the end of the year... It is of course in- 
possible for me to stop that branch of the work,and the 
ehuirches will all be in unusual straits this year. In my

THE BARDEZAG ORPHANAGE. 


_ Bardezag, an important centre of 
sericulture, picturesquely situated on the 
south side of the Gulf of Nicomedia, 


among the vineyards and mulberry 


gardens which cover the foothills about 


3 miles distant from the shore, and 
directly facing the city of Nicomedia, 


is an Armenian village of about ‘9000 


- jnhabitants. It is connected with Con- | 


stantinople (about 60 miles distant) by 
daily ‘steamer and train, and enjoys 
unusual facilities for the education of 
boys. | 

The sad condition of Constantinople 
boys, whose fathers had perished in the 


recent disturbances, and for whom no 


adequate local provision can be made, 
led to the establishment, Feb. 12, 1897, 
in Bardezag, of an orphanage for the 
support, education, and_ industrial 
training of such orphans. This step was 
rendered possible by a generous grant 
made by Mr. Leopold Favre, acting on 


behalf of the Geneva committee of 
Armenian Relief, 


MADISON, WIS., 


It is our purpose to care for 75 boys, 
each of whom will cost the orphanage 
about 200 francs a year. This estimate 


does not include the provision of a 


building for the industrial department. 


For the purchase and equipment of 


such a building we need now about 
3200 francs. 

The mute appeal of these helpless” 
orphans has already made a profound 
impression on the Armenian population 
of this province. Many  self-sacrificing 
gifts have been made; and the people 
are enthusiastic in their efforts to aid | 
the enterprise to the full extent of their 
ability. 

To help us save and train for future | 
usefulness these boys, whom the strange 
dealings of Divine Providence have left 
as a sacred charge to Christian people, 
we solicit your contributions in the .

fy dear Dr. Smith: - | 

At our last com.ad int. meeting,your letter to me 
waz considered. The com.aithorised the missionary part 
of the school board of trustees---Dr.Parnum,Mr.Peet,and 
myself---to borrow the sum named and to provide for the 
repayment of it out of the income of the school and the 
icum granted from year to year.by the Board. Unless some 
unforseen event happens to cheek the prosperity of the 
ischool,I have hope of stiecessfully carrying the matter 
through. The new building will stand on ground connect- 
ed with the old Girls’ School building,and a portion of 
that buildin; will be renovated and incorporated with 
the new. Our plan is for a structure 5A by 76 feet ,of 
§ 1-2 stories. The first story,with a ceilirg © ft high, 
will afford room for dining- room,kitchen,washroom,store | 
rooms ,ete.; the 2nd storey, ceiling 12 ft high,will be 
rided into classrooms,and the Srd story and attic will 
accommodate about beds. The cost, ,including furniture, 
rill be 900 liras. I have 100 liras on hand,which I got 
in Fngland and Scotland;a friend has loaned me 200 liras 
for anv length of time at 5S per cent per annum;the re- 
aining 6OO we shall borrow on the terms suggested in 
your letter,My for the repayment of the #00 is to 
set aside for that purpose 100 of the Board’s annual | 
appropriation,making up to the school by adding 1 lira 
0 the chargé for board and tuition. aa 


I had an interesting conversation with Consul-Gen- 
‘ral Dickenson. He is greatly interested in an endow- 
ment for the Girls’ College,as you have already heard. 
put he makes the condition that the administration of th 
he College be rendered less complex. He claims that the 
anstitution should have one board of administration and 
Ontrol--the board of trustees. Of course the success 

of the endowment scheme would solve the question, but 

hat success may possibly be imperiled by a refusal to 
set the College at once upon the proposed new footing. 

| Can there be any serious objection to the accep- 
ance of the conditions laid down by Mr.Dickenson? The 
ronstitution of the board of trustees secures the future 
\dministration of the College in hearty sympathy and co- 
Peration with the missionary work. If they see fit the 
VTustees may always appoint a board at this end of the 
Line to serve them in any way possible,and to advise wih 
he Faculty in case of need. 

My idea is that the board of trustees should be 
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charged at once with the whole burden of the administra- 
sion of the College ---the securing of funds,finding 
eofessors,providing for their salaries,and attending to 


everything necessary for the good of the institution; 
they shoulda take advantage of the present movement to 
begin the work of securing a full endowment ,being privi- 
jeged, until such time as the endowment is securecd,to ap- 
ply to the American Board for a grant in aid (not to ex- 
,meceed a certain specified sum) to enable them to meet the 
expenses of the institution. I think the trustees 
sholld be ready at once to relieve the Board of all ad- 
ministrative responsibility except what is involved in 
aking the annual grant. It seems to me that such a 
curse Of action, by the administrative respon- 
ibility in one body,would give animpulse to the present 
overent for an endowment ,would relieve the College from 
aA certain ackwardness in its present position and leave 
it to a more natural development ,=eéte and would not in 
ny way render less secure the ssionary character of 
his unique school.
